PRICE’S CHOICE. 
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Price’s Choice Apple originated in Northern Iowa 
near Ruthven. The seed that produced the variety 
were sown in autumn 1874. I cut scions from the 
tree when it was nine years old. It has been tested in 
nursery and orchard for twenty years. It has stood 
the test of 40 below zero and leafed out at terminal 
buds of leader and branches. Be, Ree : 

Fruit, large; form, regular, roundish, resemble 
Dutchess in shape; surface, greenish yellow striped, 
splashed with dark red; quality, good; season, Octo- 
ber to November.

Again it never blights and is 
a leader in productiveness and often fruits in nursery 
row on four year old stock. This variety originated 
in northern Iowa near Ruthven. Itis further evidence 
of the fact that as the years go by the North-center is 
producing its own fruits.
